chelator (and metal) DOTA/Gd III complex; linking group alkyl group; and blocking 
moiety peptide. Thus, what specific peptide has Applicant elected as the blocking 
moiety since Applicant did not elect any of the groups containing peptide blocking 
moieties from the restriction requirement? As a result, it is unclear what peptide is 
Applicant's blocking moiety.
